The  continued  occupation  and  increasing  decay  of 
Army  and  Air  Force  huts  causes  much  difficulty®  The  Council 
are  doing  everything  possible  to  rehouse  the  occupants  and 
demolish  the  huts  but  the  problem  is  a large  one®  305  huts 
are  still  occupied® 

3?  128  houses  have  been  surveyed  since  1945?  of 
which  448  have  been  scheduled  as  unfit  for  habitation  and 
incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  cost® 

Where  essential  repairs  are  necessary  owners  are 
approached,  and  an  appreciable  amount  of  work  has  been  done®
